ATTACKS 5IM AS INSANE. 


If Released, Slayer of Stanford 


White Plans to Spend Summer 


in Paris With His Aged 


Mother. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 22. — "I, 


am here to represent Harry Thaw's 
boy—his son—born October 25. 19101, 
and in the name of this boy I oppose 
Thaw's release," William A. Gray, 
counsel for Evelyn Nesbit, declared 
at the climax of the millionaire lu- 
••tic's sanity -trial today. 


Gray addressed 
the 
jury, after 


counsel representing the estate had 
concluded with a demand that Thaw- 
be found still insane. 


Almost at the last minute, it was 


understood, an offer of settlement 
was made to Evelyn Nesbit, which 
would have caused her virtual with- 
drawal. But the offer was refused 
and Gray began a slashing speech to 
the jury demanding that Thaw be 
kept in Kirkbrides. 


Gray threw out a hint of bribery, 


and 
Thaw, 
who 
bad packed his 


things preparatory 
to leaving the 


asylum, and who had smiled and 
laughed thruout the summation by 
Dickson, sat up and eyed the law- 
yer grimly. The fiery eloquence of 
the lawyer was 
believed ;.ll that 


stood between him and freedom, and 
it was possible for this reason that 
the unsatisfactory 
offer to Evelyn 


Nesbit was made. 


Gray began by showing that not 


one lay witness called by counsel 
for Thaw 
had said they thought 


Thaw sane. He said the questions 
asked 
them 
had 
been cleverly 


framed so that they answered that 
they "had seen nothing in Thaw's 
speech or actions to indicate that 
he was of unsound mind." 


Gray electrified the court with his 


fire—in contrast 
to dispassionate 


presentation of their cases by Dick- 
son and Judge 
Patterson, Thaw's 


lawyers. 
, 
. 


Miss Nesbit's 
attorney tore to 


pieces the testimony of many of the 
lay witnesses, showing they had had 
no opportunity fairly 
to judge of 


Thaw's sanity. 


"What made 
those jurors that 


found him insane 
in 1917 change 


their mind?" demanded Gray. 


"What is there about the Thaw 


iamily that makes 
people change 


their minds??" 


Thaw had lost a little of his cheer- 


fulness and was perspiring freely. 
His mother sat near him, fanning 
herself vigorously. 


At the close of the morning ses- 


sion of his sanity trial today, Harry 
K. Thaw, greatly excited, hurried 
alone to the press table. His coun- 
sel, Judge Patterson was conferring 
with Judge Monaghan. 


After grasping one.or two news- 


paper men by the hand, Thaw stam- 
mered out that he had been agitated 
for fear Judge Patterson would in- 
troduce some testimony of certain 
alienists. Thaw's meaning was not 
quite clear, but he exclaimed: 


"I was afraid they would throw 


out the jury. It's the common law, 
of the state of Pennsylvania. I was 
afraid the judge would put out the 
jury. 


"I would rather make a ten minute 


speech myself than have Patterson 
do that. Of course I was excited. 


•"I wasn't afraid of what Gray 
(William A. Gray,'attorney for Eve- 
lyn Nesbit, who was addressing the 
jury when court 
adjourned 
for 


lunch) was saying. I wasn't laugh- 
ing at that." 


-All the while he was speaking, 


Thaw stood directly in front of the 
newspaper men. His eyes were in- 
flamed and he was perspiring pro- 
fusely. It was difficult, because of 
his agitation, to follow his meaning. 


"And my mother wants to talk to 


you," Thaw then exclaimed. "She 
wants to tell you about the family. 
Here, Mother, Mother—" 


But when he turned to get Mrs. 


Thaw, his counsel intervened and 
got Mm away, while attendants 
hastily forced newspaper men from 
the court room. 
Thaw's actions when taken to a 


rooming house under the name of 
"West, following his escape from New 
York after the Gump affair were 
described to-the jury in an affidavit 
read by Gray—an affidavit made by 
the landlady. 
She told how Thaw ordered "a 


steamer or an airplane" which they 
were to board from the front window 
ot let away. 
It was shortly* after this that 


Thaw tried suicide. 


The affidavit indicated that Thaw 


thought he was planning a flight to 
Mexico and left $50 "for the Ru- 
mania-Hebrew baby that slept out- 
side my window." 


The lawyer then invited the jury's 


attention to the "convenient use 
that Thaw has made of the court*' 
He recalled how Thaw had himself 
proved now sane, now insane, to suit 
his purpose. 
"Shee what he does?" Gray asked 
tl» jury. "He's doing the same 
thing now." 
"He has played hot and cold with 


ihe law." Gray said, after insisting 
tbat Thaw always had been insane. 
"You've seen Thaw in cowl here— 


how agitated he is—how he can 
hardly sit still." 


When Gray said this —' Thaw 


laughed so hard that he had to bold 
a handkerchief to his mouth. He 
looked around, caught lie eye of 
spectators and smiled, as the to say 
that be was quite at ease 
It was shortly after this that he

Cash bonus advocates in the sen- 


ate today planned to demand a rec- 
ord vote on the cash plan upon which 
they can go to the country in the 
coming campaign. 


^Admittedly facing defeat in their 


attempt to get a cash option plan in 
the new bonus bill—which probably 
will be passed before night—the in- 
surgents have nevertheless decided 
to put every senator on record in 
favor of cash compensation or insur- 
ance policies. 


Senators Pat Harrison, Dill, Cope- 


land and Heflin, all democrats, are 
behind the movement 
They are 


carrying out campaign pledges made 
to their constituencies. 


Their task, however, is considered 


hopeless because many who favor 
the cash plan will not vote for it 
now, 
because there is a feeling that 


a bill containing it cannot be passed 
over a presidential veto, while the 
insurance policy bill can. 


A series of other last minute at- 


tempts will be made to revise the 
bill before it is finally up. The bill, 
however, is drawn just as American 
Legion officials desired it and there 
is a strong sentiment against any 
efforts to change it.

L. J. Dunn, indicted Lincoln bankers, 
t ocharges of violating the national 
banking act will be announced to- 
night by Judge J. D. Elliott of Sioux 
Falls, S. D., before whom attorneys 
for the defendants and United States 
District Attorney J. C. Kinsler ar- 
gued the demurrer in Omaha Mon- 
day. 


Judge Elliott left for Sioux Falls 


last night and will telegraph his de- 
cision, be announced. 
He did not 


countermand the summons for wit- 
nesses and a jury for a trial to open 
at Lincoln April 28, and attorneys 
for both sfdes considered it likely 
that he would uphold the demurrer 
on six counts, dealing with over- 
drafts and notes, and overrule it on 
the seventh count, charging conspir- 
acy. 


The first four counts in the indict- 


ment deal with overdrafts on the 
City National bank in 1920, the fifth 
and sixth with discounting of notes 
given by the Nebraska Aircraft Cor- 
poration. As to the latter counts, 
Halleck F. Rose, one of the attor- 
neys for the defense,jsaid: 


"They did not violate the law by 


loaning this money. 
They might 


have had their charter forfeited, but 
there was nothing criminal." 


Other attorneys representing Mr. 


Howey and- Mr. Dunn at the hearing 
were A. W. Jefferis and George Tu- 
nison of Omaha, Samuel Rinaker of 
Beatrice and 
Bernard 
McNeny of 


Red Cloud. 


"Conviction on the first six counts 


would imply 
penalties 
of thirty 


years," District Attorney 
Steward 


said Tuesday, "and with the seventh, 
thirty-two years. The first six were 
brought as direct violations' of the 
national banking laws, as well as 
overt acts carrying out the alleged 
conspiracy."

And since the days of ^ 
innumerable members of the human family can tes- 
tify to the fact that it was a truly devilish choice. 


A boil seems a very small thing—when it is 


the other man who has it. But when you, yourself, 
have, seen selected by the staphylococcus as the ob- 
ject of his attention it at once becomes a very an- 
noying, and perhaps an extremely painful thing. 


Like all other germs, the one responsible for boils is powerless 


to harm the human being until it finds a vulnerable point of attack. 
In order to do its work the germ- -- 
must penetrate the tissues of the 
body. 
Simply for it to alight on the 


skin is insufficient. -It must be 
rubbed in or scratched in, or other- 
wise made to penetrate into the 
substance of the skin. This is why 
boils usually come on the parts that 
are rubbed by the clothing, such as 
the neck or the buttocks. • 
Even with the aid of the clothing, 
or some other agent to assist the 
entrance of the germ into the skin, 
the staphylococcus cannot thrive 
and do its work unless.it finds favor- 
able conditions. That is, boils won't 
develop in a body that is in a per- 
fectly healthy condition. 
Therefore, the really effective way 
to "avoid boils is not merely to dodge 
the germ, but to keep the body In 
such condition that the germ cannot 
thrive even if it finds a lodging 
there. 
Boils are among the diseases we 


commonly associate with Spring. 
Spring boils are the aftermath of 
Winter habits in which rich food, 
late hours, indoor occupations and 
perhaps less frequent bathing than 
in other months loom large. All 
these things mean lessened vitality 
and lowered resistance to germs. 
When the first sign of a boil, ap- 
pears it may sometimes be aborted 
by the application of iodine or othor 
strong antiseptic. 
If this treatment is unsuccessful 
and the boil develops, repeated ap- 
plications of hot water or o£ cam- 
phor may reduce the inflammation. 
It is usually necessary, however, *o 
incise the boil in order to promote 
the drainage. 
The worst thing about a boil is 
that when once the infection gets 
into the system it seldom lets the 
victim 
off with the first boil. 
"Crops" of boils are likely to follow. 


Shculd a second boil appear the 
general health should be investigat- 
ed. The kidneys should be exam- 
ined and the bowels watched. 
When a tendency to boils has 
shown itself pastry and very rich 


food should be avoided and a sim- 
ple diet preferred. Fresh air, sun- 
shine, lots of water to drink ami 
daily exercise *to the point of per- 
spiration, are essential. Lemonade 
or lemon-juice every day is good- 
For a succession of boils the doc- 
tor-should always be consulted. He 
will tell you if it is advisable to make 
a vaccine to control -the diseased

About 
12S8 a huge clock was placed in a 
bell tower in Westminster and some 
unknown genius invented a system 
bv which it struck the hours on sil- 
ver bells. It is related that King

There are. furthermore, within the space 
occupied by our planetary system and frequently Been in the skyr co-Mats and 
meteor* (shooting stara). But by far th» grt*tw part of all th« celestial 
tights belong to the class known an start. They *r» very much furtnar away 
than any of the planets. The nearest body In so&ce to us, the moon, is 
240,000 miles away, tbe'sun 98.000.000. tho furthest of the planets nearly 
«.000.000.000. and the nearest star about 6.000.000.000.000. The stars ant like 
the sun. great compact masses; they shine with their own light. th« planets 
and moons by reflected sunlight only. In addition to the stars there are, out 
in space, objects called, netntltu, gigantic clouds of incandescent gases or One 
particles of various sizes. They are not bright enough to be seen without 
a telescope. Many ef them contain starlike condensations of matter. Neb- 
ulas are of various shapes, but they axe all of great slae, much larger than 
even the stara. 


Naked Eye Astronomy—The stars maintain their relative positions 


unchanged; they rise and set. but their configurations remain the same. The 
planets move through the field of stara and can best be distinguished by the 
fact That they practically do not twinkle, are fairly bright and never far from 
tbe ecliptic circle (Lesson 3). 
Neighboring stars bave been grouped 


together into constellations bearing names mostly connected with the classic 
myths, and tbe brighter stars have Individual Dames of classic or Arabic 
origin. The panorama of stars changes slowly as the months pass, begin- 
ning over again at the end of a year (Lesson 2). It is usual to speak of the 
stars' brightness as magnitude. 
The twenty brightest stars are called first 


magnitude and their Average brilliancy Is the- standard of first magnitude. 
Each magnitude Is about 2.5 brighter than the next higher numbered one. 
About six thousand stars are visible to the naked eye, but large telescopes 
reveal the existence of many millions. 
All the stars together give on* 


one-hundredth as much light as the full moon. 


No one should try to learn the science of astronomy without becoming 


familiar with some of the brighter stars. Go out any clear evening this 
week and look toward the southern sky; there you will find a grand array 
of the brightest stars In the heavens. As a guide look for the three stars of 
about equal brightness fairly close together^ the central one about half-way 
between the outer two. That is the Belt of Orion, the great hunter. 
Above 


the Kelt, slightly eastward. Is a reddish star in the same constellation, named 
Betelguese, the first star whose size was actunlly measured. Below the Belt, 
to the west, is the blu*- white star Rig-el, also in Orion. Extend now the line 
of the Belt westward: It lends to a bright star named Aldebaran, In the 
constellation of Taurus the Bull, and a little further westward still la a small 
cluster cf stars, the famous Pleiades. 
Extending, the line of the Belt east- 


ward leads us to the brtgHtest star in the heavens. Blrlus. tbe great Dog 
Star. 
Higher" In the sky and further eastward Is Procyon. the leaser Dog. 


Run an imaginary line from Kfgel to Betelguese and It will lead to a- pair of 
almost equal brilliancy, the Heavenly Twins. Near the highest pan of the 
sky Is ths slightly yellowish star. Capella. in the Charioteer. 
Well to tbe 


eastward Is Begulua. the royal star, in the Lion. Turn now to the north 
To jrour right Is, that well known, group of stars, the Great Dipper, in toe 
constellation of the Qre*t Bear. Note the two stara forming the outer edge 
of tbe bowl. A line joining these, extended In the direction of the bowl 
opening, leada to a bright star standing by Itself in a field without other 
bright star*. This Is the very important Polaris, or North Star, which marks 
tbe direction of the true* north. Knowledge of this mar be of great Im 
portance to any one. but particularly to those fond of the outdoors. When 
the Dipper Is not In position to be observed, use the W-shaped constellation 


, of Casslopela.'lylng on the opposite side of Polaris from tbe Dipper. Space 
does not permit of a further discussion of this phase of the subject, but book 
and chart aids may be obtained in any book store.

Nebraska Law Applies to Dealers 


and Hucksters Eight Months in 


Year Beginning in May. 


The new state law requiring 
the 


candling of eggs by those who buy 
for resale becomes effective in May. 
Buyers are permitted to pay only for 
edible eggs. Candling is not required 
during the first four months of each 
year. Secretary Sbumway of the Ne- 
braska department 
of agriculture 


has issued a statement asking the 
cooperation of dealers and produc- 
ers in enforcement 
of 
regulation 


which his department has promul- 
gated. He predicts federal inspec- 
tion of eggs at central markets in 
the near future. His statement coa- 
*ains a rtill description of federal 
grades. 


Secretary Shumway says truck-

Around thai thought Mr. Coolidge 


built up a complete program, both 
domestic and foreign, of legislation 
and policy, which, he made clear, ne 
will attempt to carry out if elected. 


To wr. Coolidge, this "law ol serv- 


ice" is not sentimental phrase. He 
said emphatically it was "not to be 
confounded with a weak and imprac- 
tical sentimentalism." And then to 
illustrate his meaning, he applied' 
his idea of service to the questions 
of taxation, governmental economy, 
the uprooting cf 
iniquity in high 


places as disclosed by the scandal 
investigations and to America's for- 
eign relations. 


Taking up first the scandals, Mr. 


Coolidge said their genesis lay in the 
easy money" era begotten of 
the 


war and declared that it was not sur- 
prising some 
government officials 


had been corrupted. 


"From all of this sordidness, the 


affairs of government, of course, suf- 
fered," said the president. "In some 
of it a few public officers were guil- 
ty participants. But the wonder is 
not that this was so much or so 
many, rather than it has been so lit- 
tle and so few. 
The encouraging 


thing at present is the evidence of a 
well nigh complete return to normal 
methods of action and a sane public 
opinion." 


He pledged himself to "administer 


punishment wherever competent evi- 
dence of guilt can be produced." 


"That," he said, "I am doing and 


propose to continue." 


Not to Help Blocs. " 


Blocs and minorities must not ex- 


pect his help, the president said, in 
raiding the public 
treasury for 


money to carry out their projects. 
Declaring that bills now before con- 
gress for projects backed by minori- 
ties would spell financial disaster to 
the nation if their $3,600,000,000 to- 
tal was appropriated, he said: 


"The law of service must be ap 


plied to this situation. At present 
our country does not need a greater 
outlay of expense but a greater ap- 
plication of constructive economy." 


He made in this connection a pass- 


ing reference to the bonus but did 
not reveal his attitude on the insur- 
ance plan bonus bill now in its final 
stages in congress. 
^ 


On taxes the president Jiticized 


congress for its failure "u^ to the 
present time accurately to" compre- 
hend and expeditiously to minister 
to the need of taxation reform" but 
said he believed in spite of this 
there would be tax reduction. 
He 


assailed the opponents of the Mellon 
plan, who, he said, were assuming 
the country wanted to evade the law 
of service and sought the benefits of 
government without paying for that 
government. 


He said the idea that,taxes on the 


great mass of the people could be 
cut and more taxes extracted from 
the rich was an unworkable princi- 
ple. 


He assured his hearers that "fun- 


damentally America 
is sound, its 


government In honest hands and its 
business including the owners, man- 
agers and employes, representatives 
of honorable and patriotic motives." 


Truing then to foreign affairs, the 


president after repeating that the 
league of nations is dead so far as 
the United States is concerned, paid 
high tribute to Secretary Hughes for 
initiating the idea of the experts' 
conference on reparations and lent 
impetus to the Dawes vice presiden- 
tial boom by highly praising the 
work of Dawes and his associates in 
Europe. 


Urges Loan to Germany. 


Mr. Coolidge then warmly urged 


that American bankers make a large 
loan to Germany, to assure complete 
success of the Dawes plan. American 
gold can be of more use abroad than 
piled up at home, he said, emphasiz- 
ing again the need of service. 


And with stability assured abroad, 


the president said a new opportunity 
for American leadership for world 
peace may present itself. When it 
does, he will call another world con- 
ference on limitation of armaments, 
he said. The present is not the time 
for this, he added, but as soon as ft 
seems such a parley would be partic- 
ipated in willingly by Earope an-1 
would have a chance of success, he 
will urge that it be held. 


He again perfunctorily commend- 


ed the Harding world court, but said 
other measures are necessary, in- 
cluding codification of international 
law and the holding of frequent in- 
ternational conferences to take up 
specific problems as they arise. 


America first of all must be true 


to herself and order her course ra- 
tionally and peacefully at home, he 
said, in order that her leadership for 
world peace may be strengthened. 
And he warned that tho America be 
ever so peaceably inclined, this na- 
tion cannot force the millennium on 
other nations if they are not willing 
for it. World peace, he said, must 
come, finally "from the he-art of the 
people." 


The president did not start speak- 


ing until after the luncheon had 
been completed.

A recent htudy 
by the 
United 


States department of labor has dis- 
closed that there occur annually in 
the United States under normal in- 
dustrial 
conditions 
approximately 


21,000 industrial accidents resulting 
in death and 1.500,000 injuries re- 
sulting iu disability of more than 
one 
week. Reports 
indicate that 


the number of accidents this year 
will be greater tliaii ever bet ore. 


The United States bureau of labor 


statistics has undertaken to publijJi 
annually a record of the industrial 
accidents in the United States as re- 
ported by the several states. New 
York 'state reported the greatest 
number (293,000); Pennsylvania was 
second 
(146,000) 
and 
Ohio third 


(108,000). 


From 1912 
to 1922 more than 


18,000 miners were killed in the bi- 
tuminous coal mines of the United 
States: close to 2,000 a year. This 
is the most hazardous division ot 
the coal industry. 


Experts 
ou 
the 
subject of coal 


mining contend that 80 per cent of 
the mine accidents are preventable. 
It is argued, however, that the whole 
problem ot making mines safe would 
be regulated by the government A 
few mine owners have complied wnh 
the recommendations of the safety 
associations, but others have not and 
this 
places 
the more considerate 


mine owners against unfair competi- 
tion.
